Ordinance Governing Boulevards.— 


Wo call attention to the city ordinance 


ovorning the laying cut of boulevards, 
'or tbe reason that many are being made 
this spring, and there may be some who 
do not know what the ordinancei rcgu- 
ating the matter requires. The.provis- 
ions are that In all streets which arc 80 
feet in width the residents may lay out 
joutovards no more and no less than 14 
fcef wide, and that if trees are set out, 
they must bo placed two feet inside the 
outer boulevard lino. In streets wliich 
arc 00 feet wide boulevards Inot more 
or loss than 12. feet wide ,'may be laid 
out, observing the same rule us to the 
setting of trees. 'Tliese" restrictions are 
for tho purpose of securing; uniformity 
in the width of boulevards, and also to 
secure straight rows of; trees, as we'll ns 
to prevent any interference with .the 
water courses. 
Persons proposing to 


make improvements in this direction 
should consult the city engineer and 
have the Hues flxed under hia direction 
that no mistakes may occur.
